The wealth and 
enterprise of the 
firm, which publishes thin history, have 
seemed its wide introduction into the 
schools of the, country, both North and 
South. 
And it is to be regretted tha t 
so many of the children of our country 
have received such a 
garbled 
and 
biased account, of this great struggle 
lieally ver y little is said in this work , 
of the causes, immediate 
or remote, 
which 
led to the Kebollion: 
Those 
mighty upheaval s of public opinion 
and tho.-e struggles, which were going 
on for many years before the final out­ 
break , are passed over with the barest 
mention. 
T he facts that our standing 
army had been sent to the Southern 
states almost wholly: and t hat our w a r­ 
ships were scattered to tin* ends of the 
carth, are not mentioned. 
The groat st ruggle in Kansas and 
Nebrask a, between the principal» of 
pro-slavery and anti-slavery, which ro- 
•mlled in the “ border warfare;” tin 
gre at political contest, which resulted 
in the election of A b raha m Lincoln, 
are barely spok en of - m a ny facts of 
jr e a t national 
importance not even 
mentioned. 
Such omissions and scanty 
roferonecH cannot bo wholly in the in- 
rout of brevity, or conciseness, or 
scarcely dm» to carelessness or over­ 
sight, but must have been the result of 
Ieliberate design. 
T he compilers of 
this work could 
not have tak en tin* 
trouble to e xam ine the war records of 
the govormerit, or they would not have 
made such mis-statements with regard 
to the eompurltive numbers and c on­ 
dition of tin» two armies as they did in 
describing some of the prominent, bat 
ties of that groat struggle 
mis-stato- 
motits, which tend to disparage the 
valor and ollieieney of tin* N orthern 
soldiers, and enhance that of t 
In* South­ 
ern.
